3. Plaintiff Geraldine Sevor is a private citizen who 
resides at 76 Henrietta Street, Rochester, New York. Plaintiff 
was employed by defendant Litton Industries for nine yeai from 
1964 until 1973. She was rehired in December 1974 by McBee 
Systems, a subsidiary of Litton Industries, but was unlawfully 
terminated just before her job training commenced. 

4, Upon information and belief, defendant Litton 
Industries is a private corporation organized under the laws 
of the State of New York. Upon information and belief, the 
defendant McBee Systems is : Subsidiary of Litton Industries. 
The defendants are employers within the meaning of Title VII 


of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as amended by the Equal

STATEMENT OF CASE 
5. This is a Proceeding to enforce the rights of the 
plaintiff to equal employment opportunities.

14. The defendants discr inate against the plaintiff and 
other women employees by maintaining a policy, practice, custom 
and usage of appointment criteria for positicns which are not 
validated pursuant to law in that they are ncc relevant-to the 
qualifications for the job; such criteria are used so that men 
employees receive jobs while women employees are excluded from 
job opportunities. 
15. The defendants discriminate against the plaintiff 

and other women employees by maintaining a policy, practice, 
custom and usage of varying job standards and/or qualifications 
to accommodate employment for men employees, but not extending 
the same accommodation to women employees or prospective 
women employees.

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18. Plaintiff Geraldine Sevor's first employment with 
Litton Industries was from 1964 until 1973 Plaintiff Sevor 
worked first as a Secretary and then as general office manager 
of the Rochester district office of Litton Automated Business 
Systems, and then for one and One-half years as an installer of 
computers for Litton Automated Business Systems. Plaintiff ; 
Sevor received excellent evaluations throughout her nine years 
of employment with Litton Industries. In March 1973 plaintiff 
was offered a sales position by the district manager of Litton 
Automated Business Systems; the plaintiff refused because she 
knew the salary was far below what a man would have been offered. 
In September 1973, plaintiff Sevor left the company to return 
to college full time. She was assured that she had been an 


excellent employee and was urged to return to the company at 


any time in the future. 


19. In October 1974, plaintiff Sevor was approached by 
Dan Johnson, manager of the Buffalo district office of McBee 
Systems, a division of Litton Industries, who offered her a 
position as outside sales person. _ Mr. Johnson: stressed 
plaintiff Sevor's job knowledge and ability and urged her to 
accept the offer. As a result, plaintiff Sevor resigned from 
the job she had with the Genesee-Regional Health Planning Council 
and signed a contract with Litton Industries in December 1974. 
Mr. Johnson explained that plaintiff Sevor would be sent to a 
training school in New Jersey for three weeks. Arrangements 
were made for plaintiff to leave for the training school on 
January 19, 1975. 

20. On January 16, 1975 Mr. Johnson called plaintiff Sevor 


and told her she had been "scratched" as a result of a cutback. 


SUMMONS, dated 18.5075 and COMPLAINT, dated 12-29-75, 
both filed 12-31-75. 

On information and belief the defendants hired a man, Keith 
Enstice, for the position, and this man was sent to the training 
school in New Jersey in plaintiff's Place. On information and 
belief, Mr. Enstice has had very limited sales experience and 
does not have any of the job experience with Litton Industries 
which plaintiff Sevor has. on information and belief, plaintirr 
Sevor is far more qualified for the position and was terminated 
from employment with the defendants solely on account of her sex. 

21. Plaintiff Sevor talked with Joseph Behan, who was 
an employee of Litton Industries, on or about the day after 
She was terminated. Mr. Behan told plaintiff that David Miller, 
the man plaintiff would have been working under, had said 
that he would prefer to work with a man. Mr.Behan also told 
plaintiff that he had been told that William Peck, the regional 
manager for McBee Systems, did not want to take a chance on anothe 
woman doing sales work because two previous women employees in 
the Buffalo area had not "worked out", 

22. On information and belief, witnesses to the discriminatio 
herein have been intimidated and harassed by the defendants 
ever since plaintiff filed complaints of employment @iscrimination 
with the New York State Division of Human Rights and with the 


Equal Employment Opportunity Commission. 


23. The foregoing acts of the defendants to discriminate 


against plaintiff by denying her equal terms, conditions and 
privileges of employment and verminating her employment 
because of sex are part of a pottern, practice, custom and 
usage of discrimination engaged in by defendants on the basis 
of a person's sex. 

24.) Title VIT of the Civili Rights Act of 1964, h2 U.S.c. 


$2000(e) ct seq, as amended in 1972, provides for injunctive and 
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other relief against discrimination on the basis of sex in 
employment. 

25. As a result of defendants? actions, plaintiff and 
other persons similarly situated have been and are being sub- 
jected to the denial of equal employment opportunities 
because of their sex. Plaintiff and other persons similarly 
situated have been and are being subjected to the denial of 
rights secured to them by Title VII of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964. 

26. By reason of the unlawful and discriminatory actions 
of the defendants, plaintiff has cuffere | damages. The 
discriminatory acts of the defendants have caused plaintiff 
illness of body and mind in that plaintiff has been required 
to seek medical care and has been embarrassed and humiliated 
and has been subjected to pain and suffering.

29. The actions of the defendants to deprive the plaintiff 
and other persons similarly situated of equal employment benefits 
and wages by paying plaintiff and other persons similarly 


situated less wages and benefits than defendants pay to men 


employees who perform equal work and which jobs require equal 


skill, effort, responsibility and which are performea under 


similar working conditions, is a deprivation 

of rights secured to the plaintiff and other persons similarly 
situated by Acts of Congress, including without limitation 

29 U.S.C. §206(d). 

30. As a direct consequence of the illegal acts of the 
defendants, plaintiff and other persons similarly situated have 
suffered and continue to suffer damages and loss of equal pay 
and benefits for equal work. Defendants knew or should have 
known that the Equal Pay Act affected their employees, including 
plaintiff herein; the total disregard for the provisions of 
the Equal Pay Act by the defendan’s constitutes a willful 
violation of that act. ae 

31. All of the practices herein alleged are continuing up 
to the present time. 

32. By reason of the foregoing unlawful and discriminatory 
acts of tho defendants, plaintiff has suffered mental anguish, 
enbarrassmont, pain, suffering, humiliation, loss of wages 


and benefits and damages. 
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PRAYER FOR RELIEF 


WHEREFORE, the plaintiff respectfully prays that this 
court advance this case on the docket, order a speedy hearing 
at the earliest possible date, and cause this case to be in 
every way expedited, and upon such hearing: — 

1. Issue a declaratory judgment that the employment 
practices set forth above violate Title VII of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, 42 U.S.C. §2000(e), as amended and the Equal 
Pay Act, 29 U.S.C. §§206(d), 215 and 216. 

@. Grant the plaintiff preliminary and permanent 
injuncticns: 

(a) Prohibiting the defendants, their agents, 
Successors, employees, attorneys and those acting in concert

practices set forth above or any other practice shown to be 


discriminatory with respect to compensation, terms, conditions 
and privileges of employment, or from continuing or maintaining

charges of discrimination. 

3. Establish a mechanism for the enforcement of 
the injunctions herein by requiring the defendants to present 
to the court within thirty days of the issuance of the injunction 
a plan showing precisely and in detail how they will comply with 
the court's order that they cease and desist from policies, 
practices, customs and usages of discrimination against plaintiff 
or others similarly situated on account of their sex. 

4, Direct that the defendants publish verbatim the 
findings and decisions herein on all defendants’ bulletin boards 
and in all internal and external publications. 

5. Award the plaintiff compensatory damages of 
One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00). 

6. Aword the plaintiff the costs of the action herein,

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The Triumph-Adler division, an increasingly important 
supplier of business machines in Europe in recent years, con- 
tinued to expand its sales of these products.

In March, Monroe introduced a new desktop, general 
business calculator line, which includes two models that 
virtually allow customers to design their machines for specific 
requirements.

Asa result, its sales volume did not 
meet expectations and its overall profit margins were reduced 
considerably. 

Royal-Imperial also saw its sales fall below expectations, 
reflecting the decline of consumer demand in the U.S. porta- 
ble typewriter market. Programs to stimulate greater sales of 
these machines at retail outlets have been implemented. 

Litton’s announced program to restructure and consolidate 
its worldwide typewriter operations made significant progress 
during fiscal 1975. Two Imperial plants in England and one ig 
The Netherlands were closed, and dealer sales organizations 
have replaced the division’s direct selling efforts in Canada 
and the United Kingdom. The final costs of these realign- 
ments were within the estimated reserves established in 
fiscal 1974. 
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After six years of legal proccedings, the matter of Litton’s 
acquisition of Triumph-Adler in 1969 was finally resolved. 
The Federal Trade Commission reversed a 1973 decision and 
ruled that the company could retain its ownership of the 
division. 

Both Triumph-Adler and Royal-Imperial introduced ad- 
sanced models of a single-element typewriter in fiscal 1975, 
giving the company a greatly improved competitive position 
in the industry. Royal also added a new plain paper office 
copier model designed for smaller businesses to its product 
line.

Helping to maintain airport safety at the highest standards, 
Litton Systems (Canada) began supplying the Canadian 
Ministry of Transport with a specially modified inertial 
system that serves as the heart of the agency's new airborne, 
automatic Plight Facilities Inspection System. The system is 
used to inspect airport instrument landing systems and navi- 
gation aids. It permits these tests to be made from the air, in 
less time, at lower cost and without curtailment of normal 
airport operations. 

Guidance and Control Systems reached full production on 
the US. Navy's CAINS (Carrier Aircraft Inertial Navigation 
Systems} program, for which it received another follow-on 
order during the year. CAINS is now operational on the 
Navy's Fl4, A6E, $34 and E2C aircraft.

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Managements Discussion 
and Analysis of the 
Summary of Operations 


Major steps were taken to realign the company’s Business 
Systems and Equipment Group during fiscal 1$75, including 
the closing of three typewriter-manufacturing facilities. In 
addition, the transition from electromechanical to electronic 
product lines, notably the change from cash registers to 
point-of-sale (POS) equipment, continued to accelerate, in- 
dicating that this process will be completed sooner than the 
threv-to-four years originally anticipated. 

The launching of eight destroyers and two general purpose 
assault ships over the past two fiscal years. along with the 
dehvery and commissioning of the first destroyer in the DD- 
3 program in early fiscal 1976, represented dramatically the 
rapid production buildup on the company’s major U.S. Navy 
shipbuilding programs. 

The work force at Litton’s shipyard had been increased to 
nore than 22,500 employees, and the company is now 
benefiting from the application of its advanced shipbuilding 
techniques and other important innovations, such as the 
Lind-based Test Facility which is used for checking out ship- 
board clectronic systems. 

The resolution of the LHA contract pricing and cash flow 
nsues with the Navy and the retum to profitability of the 
Business Systems and Equipment Group are the two major 
aeay which continue to be the focal peints of manage- 
ment efforts. 

The company has carried out a successful program aimed 
“unproving profitability in its other operations. The impact 
of thay program has been reflected partially in the financial 
performance of the Industrial Systems and Equipment and 
the Professional Services and Equipment groups, both of 
“hich achieved record profitability this past year. 

the company’s higher revenues over the past two fiscal 
‘vars primarily reflect sales increases in the shipbuilding op- 
nidtons af over 530 and 100 percent in fiscal 1975 and 1974, 
“spectively Substantial sales gains also were recorded in 
“© Professional Services and Equipment Croup in both vears 
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The relationship of cost of sales to total sales in fiscal 
years 1975 and 1974 was affected by the greater shipbuilding 
revenues because only nominal profits have been recorded in 
those operations. In addition, inflationary price-cost pres- 
sures impacted both the cost of sales and the general and 
administrative expenses of virtually all of the company’s 
operations. 


Interest expense for fiscal 1974 increased 45 percent over 


the previous year. This increase was due principally to higher 


prime lending rates at U.S. banks. There was also a slight 
increase in interest expense in fiscal 1975 as a result of in- 
creases in the prime lending rates for part of the year. 

Fiscal 1974 earnings reflected the provision established 
in that year to cover the cost of the product changes and the 
restructuring in the Business Systems and Equipment 
Group. The major portion of this provision related to non- 
domestic operations and was not tax allocated. 

Earnings in fiscal 1975 were favorably affected by the sale 
of a fleet of commercial containerships and the settlement of 
a litigation issue involving a licensing agreement, and ad- 
versely affected by realized currency exchange losses and in- 
creases in pension expenses. The company’s earnings also 
benefited from a 9 percent reduction in total employment

NOTE A—SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT 
ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
Principles of Consolidation 

The accounts of the Company and its wholly owned 
subsidiaries (other than its finance subsidiaries) are in- 
cluded in the accompanying financial statements. All 
material intercompany transactions are eliminated Cer- 
tain items in the 1974 financial statements have s<-en 
reclassified to conform to the presentation contained in 
the 1975 statements. 

The investments in finance subsidiaries are accounted 
for on the equity method and earnings of such sub- 
sidiaries are included in the consolidated statement of 
earnings. 


Translation of Non-U.S. Currencies 


Assets and liabilities of operations located outside the 
United States have been translated to U.S. dollars at 
year-end market rates, except that property, plant and 
equipment and the cost of busines:es purchased over 
corresponding net assets have been translated at ap- 
proximate rates prevailing when acquired. 

Income and expense items have been translated at 
average rates during the year, except depreciation 
which has been translated on the same basis as the 
related assets. 

Net unrealized gains and losses from translation of 
non-U.S. assets and liabilities are deferred. Realized 
exchange gains and losses on settlement of current ac- 
counts are included in current earnings. 

Inventories and Long-term Contracts 

Defense, Commercial and Marine Group inventories 
are stated at the lower of average cost or market. Other 
inventories are generally stated at the lower of cost 
(first-in, first-out method) or market. 


All contract costs, including general and administra- 
tive expenses, are included in Marine inventories; all 
such costs except general and administrative expenses 
are included in other inventories. Title to certain inven- 
tories vests in the U.S. Government by reason of con- 
tract provisions related to progress payments. 

Revenues on contracts other than long-term contracts 
are g.-nerally recognized as products are delivered 
basc.! on estimates of ultimate contract price. Profits on 
these contracts are recognized on delivery using the 
average profit expected based on current estimates of 
final contract values and costs. Revenues and profits on 
long-term contracts are recognized under the 
percentage-of-completion method of accounting. Rev- 
enues and costs, as well as work in process, are in- 
cluded in the financial statements based on current es- 
timates of final values. 

Any anticipated losses on contracts (estimated final 
contract costs in excess of estimated firal contract 
revenues) are charged to current operations as soon as 
they are determined. 

Research and Development 

Company-sponsored research arid development ex- 
penditures are charged to expense as incurred. 
Property, Plant and Equipment 

Expenditures for maintenance and repairs are 
charged against earnings. Additions, major improve- 
ments and renewals are capitalized and depreciated. 

Depreciation is provided generally on a straight-line 
basis over the estimated useful lives of the various 
classes of assets from the respective dates of acquisition. 

Costs and the related allowances for depreciation of 
properties sold or otherwise retired are eliminated from 
the asset and depreciation accounts. Gains or losses on 
disposition are recorded at the time of disposition. 

Cost of Businesses Purchased Over Corresponding 
Net Assets 

All present amounts which re!ate to companies 

acquired prior to 1970 are believed to have continuing 
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value to the Company and are not being amortized 
Any future amounts relating to subsequent acquisitions 
will be amortized in accordance with the provisions of 
Accounting Principles Board Opinion 17 
Income Taxes 

The Company provides taves to reflect the effect of 
reporting income and expense at diferent tires for 
financial accounting purposes and for income tar pur- 


pees These timing differences relate principally to 


depreciation expense and long-term contract profits. 


United States investinent tw credits are deferred and 
amortized over the useful lives of the related assets. 
Pension Plans 

The Company has pension plans for most of its 
employees. Employees are eligible for benefits at age 
f3. Pension expenses for domestic and Canadian plans 
are provided and funded based on the actuarially de- 
termined costs of the plans. Pension expenses for other 
plans are based on actuarial computations and are 
funded in accordance with the laws of the applicable 
countries.

Earnings per share are based on the weighted 
average number of common and preference shares out- 
standing and are after provision for cash dividends on 
Series A and Series B preferied stock.

The av erage interest rate on short-term notes payable 
to banks outstanding at July 31, 1975 was 7.9%. The 
maximum amount of short-term notes payable outstand- 
ing at any inonth-end in 1975 was $226,477,000 while 
the average amount outstanding was $195,675,000.

It is not expected that the cash outlay for national 
taxes on income with respect to any of the succeeding 
three years will substantially exceed expense for national 
taxes on income for such year. 

No U.S. income taxes have been provided on un- 
distributed earnings of non-U.$. subsidiaries as the 
Company consistently reinvests substantially all these 
earnings in the growth of the business outside the 
United States.
